T he complicated and ludicrous medical prescriptions 
o f past years, form a most extraordinary contrast with 
the simple directions o f tho 
present day.

amusement of the readers o f the Knickerbocker, I ex­ 
tract from my Common-place Book, a few prescrip­ 
tions from a book of great repute in its dav, ‘Etmuller’s 
London Practice of Physic, 1690.’ 


F or the S tra n g u r y .— ''The euro in general is per­ 
formed by astringents, especially the decoction o f cula- 
miut, agrimony, and mint in wine ; the powders of 
gulangal, aloes w ood, myrrh, frankincense, gum arabic, 
and mastic. 
I he most noted species are the th ro a t o f 
a cock ro a sted , pounded, and given to a dram in w ine; 
the powder oi a bu rn t or calcined hedge hog : the 
powder called Medulla Saxorum ; the inner tu n icle of 
a hen’s ven tricle, which, when dried, becomes hard 
like horn ; the fish fo u n d in the belli/ o f a p ik e ; the 
powder of a so w 's w om b; the powder of hog's hoofs ;
